Good work has been done , 
throughout the year, and we thank the teachers, who have been so 
diligent, faithful, painstaking and untiring in their efforts and alive 
to the importance of their work. The quality of the teaching has been

ing the fall term. Parents should see to it that their children are 
punctual at school, thus helping them to form one of the best habits— 
punctuality. We would recommend that all pupils whe are to enter 
the first grade during the year do so at the commencement of the fall 
term as the course of study starts with that term, and this method 
would save the repeating of the same work every term. We feel 
pleased to report the much needed improvements that have been made 
during the year on the school buildings. We now have two school 
houses that any town might be proud to own. The board wish to 
express their thanks to the committee who have rendered Heeb efficient 
service in the erection of said buildings. 

Oar truant officer has been very serviceable to the board, but he has 
been handicapped by not having authority to compel the pupils to at- 
tend only the number of weeks the law requires. We would suggest 
that a vote of the district be taken at our next school meeting to 
authorize the truant officer to compel these pupils to attend or show 
just cause why they do not. This irregularity we fear will disappoint 
many who will fail to pass the 75 per cent. to enable them to be pro- 
moted to a higher grade from year to year. 

In submitting our report for the year we feel thankful to say to the 
parents that our schools for the year have been good ones. Harmony 
has reigned the whole year between citizens, teachers and school board. 
May the good work go on.
